APPROVAL OF AGENDA 
 
Rutledge moved to approve the March 7, 2017, agenda as presented.  Second by Haag.  Question.  6 ayes.  Motion 
carried. 
 
APPROVAL OF MINUTES 
 
Swehla moved to approve the regular meeting minutes of February 21, 2017, and the special meeting minutes of 
March 1, 2017.  Second by Harms.  Question.  6 ayes.  Motion carried. 
 
CITIZENS RECOGNITION AND INTRODUCTION/PUBLIC COMMENT 
 
Mr. Roger Brown was present to address Council regarding a training class he would like Council to take part in this 
Spring or Summer.  With the recent fires, Mr. Brown would like to get teams, like Holyoke has, set up for Yuma and 
Wray.  Discussion was held. 
 
ACTION ITEMS 
 

A. RESOLUTION #3, SERIES OF 2017 (CONTRACT FOR COMPREHENSIVE PLAN UPDATE) – KATHRYN 
SELLARS.  Attorney Sellars stated the compensation for the contract is a guaranteed maximum price 
contract for $105,461.  Payments will be made monthly.  Swehla moved to approve Resolution #3, Series 
of 2017.  Second by Haag.  Question.  6 ayes.  Motion carried. 

 
B. APPROVAL OF BILLS – KARMA WELLS.  Clerk/Treasurer Wells provided Council with additional lists of 

bills.  Swehla moved to approve the bills.  Second by Harms.  Question.  4 ayes.  2 abstain (Haag and 
Rutledge abstained due to conflicts of interest).  Motion carried. 

 
C. PURCHASES IN EXCESS OF $5,000 – SCOTT MOORE.  Manager Moore stated we would like to purchase a 

mini excavator to be used in the Water, Waste Water, Electric and Street Departments.  Three quotes 
were received.  Staff recommends purchasing the excavator from Caterpillar for $79,379.  Harper moved  
to purchase the mini excavator from Caterpillar for $79,379.  Second by Swehla.  Question.  Discussion 
was held.  6 ayes.  1 abstain (McCall).  Motion carried. 

 
Manager Moore asked for approval to purchase a service truck for the Water and Waste Water 
Departments.  Quotes were requested from Rush and Korf.  The quote from Rush was for a truck with a 
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larger crane than we needed.  The quote for Korf Chevrolet was for $54,066.  Swehla moved to purchase 
the service truck from Korf Chevrolet for $54,066.  Second by McCall.  Question.  7 ayes.  Motion carried. 

 
Manager Moore requested approval to purchase an asphalt planer for the Street Department.  Two 
quotes were received.

  Wagner  $21,640 
 
Discussion was held.  Baucke moved to purchase the asphalt planer from Wagner for $21,640.  Second by 
Harms.  Question.  7 ayes.  Motion carried.
